Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  heg  to  present  my  ninth  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  Port  of  Maldon,  covering  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1962. 

Although  a  great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  on  the  regular 
inspection  of  oysters,  this  has  proved  very  satisfactory  and 
other  areas  are  now  beginning  to  adopt  our  methods  of  inspection. 

I  have  even  had  visitors  from  America  who  have  come  specially 
to  see  how  we  control  the  cleansing  of  shellfish  in  the 
Blackwater . 

There  has  been  a  considerable  change  recently  in  the  type 
of  shipping  using  the  Port.  The  export  of  gravel  continues  to 
be  a  major  industry.  Less  eels  now  arrive  in  the  Port  by  boat 
the  majority  being  brought  to  Maldon  by  car. 

Neither  your  Port  Health  Inspector  nor  myself  have  been 
able  to  attend  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Sea  and  Air  Port  Health 
Authorities  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  shall  be  able  to  do  so 
should  a  meeting  arise  nearer  Maldon. 

I  am  again  indebted  to  your  Port  Health  Inspector  for  his 
help  in  preparing  this  report.
